In view of the controversy which has arisen 
in England, and the questions to be asked 
in Parliament to-day with reference to the 


use of the title ‘‘ Right Honourable” by 
Lord. Mavors, it is of interest to note that 
the position in Dublin and Belfast is perfectly 
clear. For generations the Lord Mayors of 
Dublin have been entitled io be addressed 
as “ The Right Hon.” 


On February 26th, 1923, the Lord Mayor 
of Belfast received the following letter from 
the Governor’s Private Secretary :— 

‘“My Lord Mayor,—I am commanded by 
His Grace the Duke of Abercorn, K.P., 
Governor of Northern Ireland, to inform you 
that His Most Gracious Majesty King George 
the Fifth has been pleased to confer upon 
the Lord Mayor of Belfast and his successors 
in office, for the time being, the right to the 
style ‘The Right Honourable’ prefixed to 
his official title of ‘ Lord Mayor.’ Therefore, 
by His Majesty’s command, the Governor 
directs that, on and from this date, the 
Lord Mayor shall be known and called by 
the title of ‘ The Right Honourable the Lord 
Mavor of Belfast.’ ”’ 

The formal instrument confirming: this was 
received by the Corporation in the following 
month. So far as the present hoider of the 
ofice, Sir William Turner, is concerned, ne 
is also a member of the Privy Council of 
Northern Treland, and so entitled in his own 
right to the title “ Right Honourable.”

PROTEST AT MEETING 
CORK FARMERS. 
From Our CORRESPONDENT, 
CORK, Sunday. 
A strong protest against the alleged in- 
accuracies in the Press quotations of prices 
paid at fairs throughout the Irish Free State 
was entered by Mr. D. J. O'Gorman, T.D., at 
a meeting of the County Cork Farmers’ Union 
held here yesterday. 
In one case cited the price quoted for lambs 
was 40s. to 50s. and cow beef £3 10s. per 
ewt., dead weight. ‘ We all know,” declared 
Mr. O'Gorman, “ that lambs are not averaging 
these prices, and that 30s. to 40s. would be 
about the average.” Cow beef, he added, at 
the present moment was practically unsale- 
able. Local correspondents who wished to 
give their local fairs a good name were, as a 
matter of fact, doing a great heal of harm to 
the farmers of the country. He had selected 
this because it was an extreme case, and the 
prices were palpably absurd. Even in Dublin 
the higher averages were always quoted ; . 
more people got the lower averages than the 
higher. The effects were telling also in 
another direction. For sometime they had 
been fighting and questioning this matter of 
the bonus. The bonus was arrived at by the 
cost of living, and the cost of living was 
measured by the cost of food, and the cost of 
food was ascertained by civil servants, who 
were interested in maintaining it... At. the 
present moment the cost of living in the Free 
State did not stand at anything like the 
official figure, and many essentials of life 
were now at the pre-war rates, 
The Chairman said that Mr. O’Gorman had 
raised an important question.

CORA, Sunday. 
The rumour, which has gained a certain 
amount of credence here, to the effect that, 


in the interests of economy, the Cork Local 
Bankruptey Court will shortly be closed and 
the business transferred “to Dublin, was re- 
ferred to by the Registrar (Mr. D. M. J. 
O'Connell) at yesterday s sitting of the Court. 
“So far as the Court is concerned,” he 
said, ‘‘and its convenience to traders, any 
removal of the business to Dublin would not 
make for economy. The amount dealt with 
in the court last year was something like 
£44,000, and, from the point of view of the 


| ereditors, it could not be more economical.” 


A very curious view, he said, seemed to be 
held by some people, that these local bank- 
ruptcy courts should pay their way—an im- 
pression, doubtless, created by the fact that 
in England county court fees were collected 
which covered the expenses. In England, 
however, a tremendous number of decrees 
were granted in the county — while “ 
Irel the le paid up much better, an 
though it wae patel le that the decrees might 
cover the expenses, the fees in th circuit 
courts were merely fees which the Clerk re- 
ceived on his remuneration, and were his per- 
sonally. 

The Cork Local Bankruptcy Court was run 
on exactly the sane staff as the Circuit Court, 
and he (the Registrar) had been doing the 
work without a salary, so that, m so far as 
expense was concerned, there was nothing 
extra involved in this direction either.
